Applicant's argument is unpersuasive. Applicant alleges that Shiffman does not disclose the limitation that "a slice through the multi- 
dimensional data set is reconstructed along a cut plane through the multi-dimensional space". Applicant admits that Shiffman discloses a 
slicing through the multidimensional data set along a cut plane through the multi-dimensional space, but argues that the slice in Shiffman 
is not "reconstructed" but is "deconstructed". The examiner finds this argument unpersuasive because Shiffman discloses what the claims 
require (i.e., a slice through a multidimensional data set.). 


The arguments made by the applicant in an attempt to distinguish the slicing of Shiffman from the slicing required in the claim are 
unpersuasive in that they read limitations from the specification that the claims do not require. The word "reconstructed" in the claims is 
met by the steps of Shiffman. Any additional limitations that are added to these claims in the future that modify the term "reconstructed" or 
attempt to define it more narrowly will be fully considered at that time. The limitations of the current claims are disclosed in the Shiffman 
reference. . 
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
